| HAT the foregoing Treatiſe was not Calculated 
for the preſent Conjuncture, the time when it 
| was Printed,and Publiſhed, will ſufficiently de- 
monſtrate 3 but that which is at one time truly writ on 
any Subject, is of uſe 1n all times. 
Ac that time, *2#z. about 1681. This Company had 
. raiſed the Ezgliſh Navigation and Power in I1:dia, much 
beyond what it was in any former Age, as appears to- 
wards the end of the ſaid Treatiſe : But ſoon after that 
deſtructive Trade of the Ergh;þ Interlopers in I-dia be- 
inning, the Dutch took the advantage of that Confu- 
ion, and thoſe Civil Broyles between the Ergii/h, . to 
ſurprize *Bavtaw. Which troubles falling together upon 
the Company, and ſoon after a general failure of Credit 
in all publick Funds, cauſed very many Adventurers to 
fell their Stocks, and. was ſufficient to have. diſcouraged 
any Men,not ſupported with the inward-ſatisfaQion, Thatit 
was their Duty towards God and their. Country,couragi- 
ouſly to aſſert anddefend (according to-their Truſt) t 
Ezgliſh Dominion. and Intereſt in {:dia, as it was Eſta- 
bliſh'd in a Joint-ſtock, exclufive- to all others, which 
it muſt ever be, and ſtrengthened with the ſame. Powers 
and Authorities,as the Dutch Eaſi-lndia Company have 
from their Soveraigns, or elſe it will fall an unretrieva-

of | Bantam, and to recover by Armes from the Great 
Mogul , and other I1dia# Pritices ſatisfaction fof DlWm- 
mages received, and alfo thoſe ineftimable Privileges 
they had deprived the Ezghfþ of; iti thoſe Interlopin 
times, when they ſaw the Nation in 64iz divided, an 
contending among themſelves, like Grelphs and Gibelines, 
under the diſtin&ion of the Old and the New Company ;

A, Beſides about thirty other armed ſmall ſhips and Veſſels, 
conſtantly remaining in the Countrey. . 

The Company have now upon theig hands in Ermgland 
unſold, above the value of ſeven hundred thouſand 
pounds in Eaſt-I:dia Goods, for the ſupply of this. and 
Foreign Nations, whereas they. do not know. af. fifty 
thouſand pound value of Eaſt-1z4ia Goods,in: Ewrape un- 
ſold, in any other Exropear Companies hands, exegptthe 
Daten Spice, of which they always keep great Stares, ha- 
ving in the laſt age ſecured that Trade intirely t@them- 


ſelves. 
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The Company have within the faid ſeven years laſt 
paſt, ſo towed and Fortified the Engliſh Fort of St. 
George and their City of Madraſs, upon the Coaft of 
Choromandel; that it is now one of the fineſt, and largeſt 
Cities in thoſe parts of the world, and ſecured by a good 
Garriſon, and containing at leaſt one hundred thouſand 
Familtes of all Nations, which inhabit within that City, 
and the Territory abour it, all ſubje& to ſuch Laws for 
Life and Goods,as the Company by vertue of their Char- 
ter think fit to impoſe upon them, 

The Cuſtomes and New Impoſt paid His Majeſty by 
the Company for two years, from Angſt, 1685, to Au- 
grit, 1687. amounted to two hundred fifty five thou- 
ſand three hundred twenty {x pounds, ten ſhillings and 
one penny, as by patticulars preſented His late Majeſty. 
Since the Wars in [:dia, it hath been leſs, by reaſon of 
thoſe Wars, but now the Wars are over the Companies 
Cuſtoms are like to be more yearly, then they were in 
either of the two years before-mentioned. . 

' The Company have built new Forts in, and otherwiſe 
ſtrengthened their Ifland of * Bombay, and have ordered a 
dry Dock to be "built there, which they hope may be 
- fimſhe by this time, . and all other conveniences for re- 
pairing and fitting the biggeſt Engliſh ſhips, and ſent thi- 
therall Stores needful for ſuch purpoſes : which dry Dock 
was the principal want, the Engliſh Nation underwent 
for ſome ages before. | | 

And which is the moſt conſiderable National advan- 
tage, that ever was attempted by Engliſhmen in thoſe 
parts of the World, the Company have reduced the prin- 
cipal part of their Trade of S»rrat,to their own Ifland of 
"Bombay ; The Inhabitants whereof from four thoufand 
Families, which they were computed at, when the Com- 
pany

pany firſt poſſeſſed that Iſland, are fince increafed to fifty 
thoufand Families, all ſubje&t to the Companies Laws, 
And that Iſland lying upon the North Coaſt of dia, 
near Syrrat,the Emporium of the Indian Trade, to Arabia, 
Perſis, *Buſſorah, and the 'Ked-Sea,is of ineſtimable value 
to this Kingdom. The ſaid Iſland hath coſtthe Company 
in Fortifying, Garriſoning, ec. at times above five hun- 
dred thouſand pounds ſterling 3 and never produced any 
return to the Company,nor ever would have been of uſe 
to Ergland, nor in a poſture to defend it ſelf; though it 
be one of the beſt Ports in the Eaſtern World,if the Eng- 
liſh Trade had not been brought thither, and conſequent- 
ly the Engliſh ſhipping to ride there, and load home 
(and not at,and from Swaly, or the River of Sarrat as 
formerly.) This was known to the former Committees, 
and lamented long fince, that ſuch a Jewel as the Iſland 
of ' Bombay ſhould be in Engliſh hands,' and we ſhould 
not have the heart to make uſe of it. But the truth was, 
thoſe former Committees durſt not attempt ſuch a change | 


of their Afﬀairs, for fear of the charge of ſuch a remove; 


but eſpecially for fear of angrying the eHogsl, whoſe 

eople gained exceedingly by our ſhips riding in their 

orts, as well as by our Trade, and were ont of fear of 
| Bombay, while it was in ſuch a forlorn negleQed conditi- 
on; and therefore durſt boldly injure and affront the 
Engliſh, while they had the Preſident, and all the Chief 
of the Nation, and all their Eſtates as a Pawn continually 
in their hands, to fecure their patient ſuffering of all 
 contempts whatſoever. But the Caſe is now altered by 
.the ConduR, Coſt, and Courage of the late Committees, 
and the Moors muſt and will be civil hereafter. For as 
there is no people kinder than thoſe Izdia Governours, 
-when they bave to do with men, that Can and Will re-

revenge themſelves, ſo there are no Men: more Unjuſt, 

Falſe, Treacherous and Tyrannical than they are, when 

they have to do with ſuch, as are 1ntirely within their 
ers: G7 Co OATH 0 4 : 

The eHogul being as is generally known, ſo great and 
powerful a Prince, . it was vulgarly thought a Vain or ra- 
ther a Diſtracted attempt in the Company, to make any 
Warupon him, as well in reſpe&tof his boundleſs Riches, 
and Power; as of the vaſt charges the 'Company ſhould 
be at, in ſending and maintaining Warlike Ships, into ſo 


- . remote parts of the World, Yet ſuch hath been' God's 


bleſſing upon the Companies Armes, their unavoidable 
neceſſity, and their righteous Cauſe, that That-War be- 
yond all mens' Opinion has ended to the Eternal Honour 
of the Enghſp Nation, in thoſe'pirts of the World; and a 
Peace concluded upon ſuch honoyrable Articles. : (Th 

Ratifications whereof from the. eHogsl. himſelf in - the 
Perſian Language, are brought home now by the, Ship

| To open the foregoing Articles, and to demonſtrate 
to perſons unacquainted with the Eaft-1rdies, the Hon- 
our of this Peace, and the ineſtimable value of thoſe Ar- 
ticles to the Ergliſh Trade and Nation, would interrupt 
the deſigned Brevity of this Addition. It is ſufficient, 
that the worſt-Enemies the Company have, muſt confeſs 
if they will ſay what ithey think, they are much more 
worth than all the Charge of the War;which they cannot 
compute at lefs than Ten Hundred Thouſand pound 
Sterling, and were by themſelves thought impoſlible to 
be ever attained ; and that no Exgliſpman could live with- 
out unſufferable Aﬀfronts and; Exactions in he Interlop- 
ing times, before the Company began their, late War p- - 
on the Mogul, whereas now no Nation in 1#dia hath ch 
Honourable Terms with that great Monarch, nor none 
ſa much reſpe& from his Governoursirmall places ;' whict 
Honourable. and; Advantegeous [/Terins.the; Enghſp Com- 
pany are like to enjoy for Ages; becauſe the former Pri- 
viledges the Ezg/zſþ had (which were never in any degree 
comparable to theſe) were onely purchaſed by money 
from his grear Governours, and-broke at' their pleaſure, 
when more Money coyld be got from other Nations vy- 
ing with us in Trade,or Exgliſh Interlopers; Whereas theſe 
are not onely acquired by Armes, and confirmed by the 
MoguF's own Phirmanad and Husball Hoocombe,but ſecured 
by maintaining a ſtrong Ergliſh Garriſon. at * Bombay, and 
making that Iſland (which les uportTthe principal —_—
